Care of Peonies. 


If you want n big crop of peonies 


next spring, prepare for it right now.

workel lightly Into the soil around the 
roots. 
Unless it happens to be a 


wet aeason, peonies

clippings, and this mulch should be 
several Inches deep.

ground cool and moist without the 
necessity of forking It over.

Gteiinan, th« tenant, with most of the 
chickens It contained, was also destroy- 
ed. Mr. Geiman was milking when 
Jas. Yingling, of McSherrystown, 
guest at the Geiman home at the time 
drew his attention to a light coming 
down** the 
hay 
hole. Investigation 


showed a fire in the hay mow. Rush 
ing outside they discovered the entire 
top of the barn to be afire. About thii 
tune many neighbors were attracted t< 
the scene and assisted him and Mr 
Yingling in the speedy removal of the 
18 head of cattle, 4 horses, 60 swin* 
and several mules. Smoke soon fill 
ed the lower part of the barn and bin 
dered the removal of the animals, anc 
greatly terrified them. Mr. Geiman 
after removing several of the animal 
passed the mule stall, when one o 
the frightened animals kicked him in 
his abdomen. After the animals wer 
removed work on saving the machine 
ry was started and as nearly as coul 
be learned all except one drill was 
saved. A strong westerly wind wa 
blowing at the time, carrying th 
sparks to the house, which is coverec 
with shingles and stands near th 
barn. No damage was done to the 
house. The Eagle Fire company, o 
Hanover, speedily subdued the flames 
Gathered about the fire were at leas 
1,000 
persons 
The reflection of the 


fire could be seen over a very wid 
area. Mrs. Geiman, after the discov 
ery of the fire, was prostrated, due to 
the shock. 


The barn was about 70 by 35 feet in 


area, and is covered with insurance by 
the Water company. The crops were 
partly insured by Mr. Geiman, as he 
had only moved on the farm thi 
spring, coming from the C. J De4one 
farm, McSherrystown.

They set forth 
at length how after his illness, Marie 
3. Shenk came to his home near Gard- 
ners and nursed him, and "that by her 
artful methods induced him to sign 
the document by holding hia hand and 
making his mark," which document 
the petitioners seek to set aside as in- 
valid. They state that Mr. Albert was 
not present at the time the will was 
written but was in an adjoining room 
and that Miss Shenk carried the mes- 
sage back from Mr. Albert to the 
scrivener, as he was supposed to have 
dictated to her, and that after she 
had used her influence in such a man- 
ner so as to give them a legacy of $5 
each, and to an employe, John Duncan, 
SI,000, got him to sign a document 
which he was not able to comprehend. 
The petition states that at the time 
;he will was written he had been 
stricken with paralysis which made 
Mr. Albert physically and mentally 
weak and compelled him to remain 
n bed 
The will is dated August 12, 


,.921. The document when filed for 
probate caused quite a stir in Adams 
ounty, due to the small amounts left 
he brother and sister.

Some raav ask why it is that Englishmen gladly 


and proudly welcome this statue of Washington in 
Trafalgar square. 
The answer is this: 
Because he 


was a great Englishman—one of the greatest English- 
men that ever lived; because, though he fought us 
and vanquished us, he was fighting for ideals and 
principles which are &e sacred to us as they are to the 
American people, and which are embedded in the very 
fibers of our common race. 


The statue is a symbol and a sign. It is a mark 


of the fuct that the two branches of the great English- 


speaking race are now and henceforth indissolubly oue. It is now more than 
• hundred years since we last fought, and that conflict was one of which 
none of us are proud and of which some of us are very much ashamed. 
We can never fight again. 
1 should like to add that we can never quarrel 


again. 
We ought ne\er to quarrel again. The idea IB such that if any- 


body got up on a public platform and uttered it in this country he would 
be hook-d from the place. 
1 believe and hope that the eame sentiments 


prevail in your country. 
But not merely can your nation and mine en- 


gage ne\Tv to fight and never to quarrel; we can do a great deal to pre- 
vent other nations from fighting 


That, I submit, is the mam function and duty that lies upon us in 


the future. It is by the example we set, by the common sacrifices that we 
have endured and are prepared to endure again, by the friendly counsel 
end co-operation of our ambassadors and statesmen, by the resolute de- 
termination of our people, by the influence of the press of both countries— 
and would that greater restraint were sometimes put upon it, whether it 
be on one «ide or the other—it is by these influences that we should en- 
deavor to see that the peace of the world is insured. 
It is a great and 


powerful weapon that is in the hands of these two great nations, and if 
our use oT it is inspired by the temperate judgment, the lofty nobilily of 
soul, and the unselfish purpose of George Washington, we ought to be able 
to use that weapon for the inestimable advantage of mankind.

Soviet Russia Yields Scarcely 20 Per 


Cent of Former Foodstuffs 


By LEO PASVOLSKY, in Weekly Review. 


Jn 191(5 the grain producing territories of that portion of the former 


Kussian empire which is now controlled by the Soviets yielded about 
1,100,000,000 poods (a pood is about 36 pounds) of wheat, rye, barley 
and oats over and abo\e the amounts needed for local consumption in 
these territories. 
During the crop year 1920-21 the food "upply agencies 


of the nn iet government were able to procure from these territories only 
about 280,000,000 poods of grain, in many cases at the e.vpense of the 
amounts needed for minimum local consumption. 


The tax in kind established for the current crop year in the place of 


the system of requisitions which existed last year calls for only 240,000,- 
000 poods, \et Lenin has already stated that there is reason to believe that 
the actual amounts gathered will be "several tens of millions of poods 
under the original figure." 


In other words, under the soviet regime Russia can scarcely yield 


20 per cent of the amount of foodstuffs she yielded under the imperial 
regime, for distribution to the portions of the country which do not raise 
their own food supply and for exportation abroad.

You may have your own pet way of 


eating grapes, but there is only one 
right way—that is, according to the 
accepted usage. They should be eaten

ing outside they discovered the entire 
top of the barn to be afire. 
About this 
time many neighbors were attracted to 
the scene ond assisted him and Mr. 
Yingling in the speedy removal of the 
18 head of cattle. 4 horses. 60 swine 
and several mules. 
Smoke soon fill- 
ed the lower part of the barn and hin- 
dered the removal of the animals, and 
greatly 
terrified them. 
Mr.

after removing several of the animals 
passed the mule stall, when one of 
the frightened animals kicked him in 
his abdomen.

Cent of Former Foodstuffs

Failure of •'Diarmament Conference'' 
Would Be a Catastrophe

In 1910 the grain producing territorieb of that portion of the former 
Kussian empire which is now controlled by the soviets yielded about 
1,100,000,000 poods (a pood is about 36 pounds) of wheat, rye, barley 
and oats over and above the amounts needed for local consumption in 
these territories. 
During the crop year 1920-21 the food supply agencies 
of the boviet government were able to procure from these territories only 
about 280,000,000 poods of grain, in many cases at the expense of the 
amounts needed for minimum local consumption. 


The tax in kind established for the current crop year in the place of 
the system of requisitions which existed last year calls for only 240,000,- 
000 poods, >et Ijenin has already stated that there is reason to believe that 
the actual amounts gathered will be **se\erHl tens of millions of poods 


under the original 
figure." 


In other words, under the soviet regime Russia can scarcely yield 
20 per cent of the amount of foodstufl's slie yielded under tlie imperial 
regime, for distribution to the portions of the country which do not raise 
their own food supplv and for exportation abroad.

banana should first be peeled. Morsels 
should then be cut by means of the 
knife and oaten with the fork. Do not 
cut it all at once. 


The best way to eat an apple at the 
dinner table Is to cut it in quarters 
with the knife, handling it as little as 
possible, and then to pare the skin 
from eacii quarter and to core it as 
required. 
There is quite a knack in 
doing this without taking the apple 
up into the hands any more than nec- 
essary. 


Pears are eaten in much the same 
manner and so are peaches and plums, 
but the considerate hostess does not 
serve these fruits when 
they are so 
juicy and over-ripe as to be dliiicult 
to manage.

oranges at all for dinner, but instead 
tangerines that can be managed more 
gracefully. Tangerines may "be peeled 
and 
then 
broken 
into 
sections, 
the 
seeds being removed by means of tbe 
knife before taking them in the fin- 
gers to eat. 
Orange skins should be 
removed by holding the orange firmly 
on the plate with the fork and then 
cutting off the skin by means of the 
knife. 
After 
this 
morsels 
of 
the 
orange may be cut from the core by 
means of the knife and fork and the 
pieces conveyiHl to the mouth by the 
fork. 
Needless to say. this is more 
easily accomplishod when the oranges 
are firm and not extremely juicy.

' oranges for dinner, though she may 
prefer those delicious Florida oranges 
when they are to be eaten w ith 
a 
spoon for breakfast. 


You may have your own pet way of 
eating grapes, Init there Is only one 
right way—that Is. according to the 
accepted usage.
